Senator Is Said to Decry

OFFICER CHALLENGES

Members of Congress and 
Officials Not Invited to 
Meeting on Transport.

The failure of Senator William H. 
King, of Utah, to enter Haiti in his re- 
cent visit to the Caribbean was not the 
| only complication in which the West- 
|ern senator became involved on that 
| trip. 

A speech which Senator King made 
to more than 400 soldiers and a num- 
ber of sailors aboard the transport B8t. 
Mihiel on his return journey has cre- 
ated a governmental storm of no mean 
proportions, 

Addressirig an audience of enlisted 
men of both services, Senator King at- 
tacked the government for sacrificing 
American youths in order to protect the 
investments abroad of the wealthy few. 
His remarks -were termed un-American 
by a young officer, who unexpectedly 
came across the meeting, and the entire 
incident was made the subject of an 
investigation and report by Maj. Gen. 
Eli A. Helmick, inspector general of the 
army, who, with several other ranking 
officers and a dozen members of Con- 
gress, were passengers on the trans- 
port on her trip from Panama to New 
York. 


Incident Held: Serious. 


This incident with its ensuing de- 
velopments is believed now to have 
been the subject under discussion 
when Senatof King called at both the 
State Department and the White House, 
following his return from Porto Rico 


‘| and San Domingo, and about which all 


parties concerned refused at the time 


| to say anything. 


Other .passengers aboard the army 
transport, howéver, have not been 
equally reticent, and their version of 
the incident indicates that at the time 
it was taken in an exceedingly serious 
light. 

The St: Mihiel, sailing for ‘the West 
Indies and Panama immediately after 
the adjournment of Congress, carried 
about a dozen member of the insular 
affairs committee. of the House of Rep- 
resentatives and their guests, Senator 
King and his wife and the usual 
complement of officers and men. 

The trip down was not especially 
noteworthy until the vessel touched the 
Tirst West Indian island, where . the 
Utah senator was given a tumiultous 
reception. The members of the House 
went on to Panama and did not meet 
Senator King again until the Saint 
Mihiel, again carrying troops, touched 
at Porto Rico. 

Officer Overhears Senator. 


The first night out. from San Juan 
there was an assembly et which mo- 
tion pictures were shown and an ad- 
dress was made by Representative 
Maurice H. Thatcher, of Kentucky. The 
next night, according to thos familiar 
with the incident, the chaplain of the 
St. Mihiel arranged a meeting of the 
soldiers and satiors on the troop recrea- 
tion deck at which he invited Senator 
King to speak. The first class pas-

DE PINEDO SEES AID 
IN U. S. PLANE CRASH 


Naval Pilot.and Italian Hurled 
Into Mud in Forced Land- 
ing; Both Uninjured. 


San Diego, Calif., April 8 (By A. P.). 
Capt. Carl del Preta, assistant pilot and 
meteorological officer of Commander 
Francesco de Pinedo’s ill-fated. plane, 
the Santa Maria, narrowly escaped 
death or serious injury this afternoon 
when the United States naval plane in 
which he was coming to San Diego from 
Phoenix, Ariz.,'made a forced landing 
near Jacumba because of engine 
trouble. 

Lieut. Comdr. W. S. Hactor, pilot of 
the plane, picked out the best available 
landing spot, but as the ship landed it 
rolled into a ditch, throwing the plane 
over on its upper wings. Both Hactor 
and Capt. Preta were thrown clear of 
the machine. They were covered with 
mud, but escaped injury. ; 

De Pinedo witnessed the fall of his 
air mate from the cockpit of the plane 
piloted by Commander A. E. Montgom- 
ery. The latter circled to make sure 
that neither Capt. Preta nor Com- 
mander Hactor was injured, and then 
continued to North island.

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BRIBERY OF FALL HELO 
IMPOSSIBLE BY DEFENGE 


Counsel Argue. Former Official 
Had No Authority Over 
Oil Leases. 


POMERENE MAKES REPLY

The big legal battle over naval oil 
leases broke out in ne~ form in Jus- 
tice William Hitz’s criminal court yes- 
terday when the defense claimed that 
an indestructible legal barrier had 


‘been raised against the government's 


plan to try former Secretary of the In- 
terior Fall, Edward L. Doheny, Cali- 
fornia oil magnate, and Edward L. Do- 
heny, jr.. on indictments charging 
bribery. 

Judge Hitz reserved his decision. 

The question immediately . involved 
was the demurrer which defendants 
had filed many months ago to the orig- 
inal indictments charging Fall with 
receiving a bribe and the Dohenys with 
giving a bribe. The issues involved 
were the same as those which featured 
the recent Fall-Doheny conspiracy 
case, where the jury returned a verdict 
of not guilty, But the present bribery 
indictments have been allowed to rest 
in peace since February 16, 1926, when 
demurrers -were filed and the govern- 
ment's reasons for proceeding with the 
more complicated conspiracy cases and 
seemingly ignoring the other demur- 
rers were assumed to be based on the 
admission that an insurmountable 
legal barrier was in the way. 

This barrier appeared _ yesterday 
shortly after Frank J. Hogan, of coun- 
sel for Doheny, presented his opening 
argument. It develops, according to the

HUNDREDS IN FLIGHT 
FROM LOW SECTIONS 


Rail Traffic Is Paralyzed in 
Oklahoma and Kansas; 
Rivers Still Rising. 


Kansas City, April 8 ‘Br A. P.).— 
Flood waters surging in on the heels 
of cloudbursts had swept at least four- 
teen persons to death in Oklahoma, 
Kansas and Tennessee tonight, with 
hundteds of homes inundated, frail- 
road service paralyzed and further 
flood warnings being issued. 

Six were drowned and six others were 
missing after flood waters trapped two 
families of Mexicans in their home 
near Rockyford, Okla. Only two of the 
fourteen in the house were known to 
have escaped. 

Three persons lost their lives early 
today when Missourl-Kansas-Texas pas- 
senger train No. 22, northbound ‘from 
San Antonio! struck a washout at St. 
Paul, Kans., the engine and ten cars 
going into a flooded ditch. E. L. Phil- 
lips, engineer; Dave Ball, fireman, and 
an unidentified man were drowned. 
Fifteen were injured, some severely. 

Eight miles away, train No. 21, south- 
bound from Kansas City, pjunged into 
a flooded creek an hour afterward, in- 
juring several, none severely. 

Three deaths are reported in Tennes- 
gee and two persons were drowned in 
Oklahoma yesterday. 

Many southeast Kansas streams went 
to the highest stage on record after 
the downpour last night and early to- 
day. 

Troup Train Flagged. 


An unidentified Kansas’ farmer boy 

saved a special train of marines: going 
to San Diego for duty in China from 
going into a washout at.

Late 
today the Neosho river levee at Erie 
burst, flooding thousands of acres and 
forting farmers to fiee their homes, 
leaving household goods and stock be- 
hind. 

More than 100 houses were flooded in 
Parsons, Kans., water covering floors of 
some 4 feet deep.. 

Twenty-five families forced from their. 
homes in Wellington, Kans., last night 
returned late today when Hargis creek 
receded within its banks. 

Rall Service Paralyzed. 

At Independence, Kans., the Verdigris 
river yeached the highest stage on rece 
ord late today and was still rising: 
The Neosho river continued to rise.

Railroad service was paralyzed with 
washouts at many places on the Mis- 
souril Pacific, Frisco, Rock Island, Mis 
souri-Kansas-Texas and Santa Fe lines.

TIENTSIN-PEKING AREA 
MAY BE DESTINATION 


Reaction of Soviet to: Powers’ 
View in Raid Engrosses 
Attention in China. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

A third shipment of American ma- 
rines to China will be made shortly 
after the 1,500 officers and men now 
in transit to San Diego complete their 
afrival at that port, about April 12. 

Decision to move the marines across 
the Pacific has been reached by the 
Washington government and negotia- 
tions for their transportation by com- 
mercial lines are now in progress. 

No specific date for the departure of 
the third marine detachment has been 
made, but by the time the last unit 
of the forces now en route reaches San 
Diego it is expected the transportation 
question will have been solved and 
‘arrangements completed for them to 
move to China within a few days. 

With 1,600 marines already in Shang- 
hail, another 1,500 aboard the trans- 
port Henderson, which has just sailed 
for China, end with bluejackets from 


miral Williams, commanding American 
forces in China, will have upward of 
6,000 men for duty in protecting Amer- 
ican lives. 


Some to Peking-Tientsin Zone. 


The decision to send the additional 
men to China was prompted by a sug- 
gestion from Admiral Williams, who 
had previously asked that they be as- 
sembled at a Pacific coast point and 
held there for orders. This plan was 
changed when the navy found itself 
without a service transport which could 
stand at San Diego. Advised of that 
problem, Admiral Williams proposed 
that the marines be sent to China 
rather than be held at San Diego with- 
out. transportation facilities. 

It has not béén decided to what part 


of China the marines will be sent, but 


they will embark undér general orders 
to placé themselves under command 
of Admiral Williams. It is possible that 
some of them at least will find them- 
selves in the Tientsin-Peking area, as~ 
signed to the protection of life and 
property of American nationals.

Symphony Hall, Boston, April 8 (By 
A. P.).—Two men added to their ora- 
torical reputations, 3,000 persons 
cheered wildly, the prohibition question 
was raked from end to end and finally 
the debate here tonight between Will- 
iam E. Borah and Nicholas Murray But- 
ler resolved itself into one unsettled 
problem—“Is the eighteenth amend- 
ment germane to the Constitution and 
within the original theory of the Fed- 
eral government?” 

Dr. Butler, president of Columbia 
university, who held the affirmative of 
the question, “Should the Republican 
national platform of 1928 advocate re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment?”— 
found in his rebuttal, which closed the 
debate, only this single point of dif- 
ference with the United States Senator 
from Idaho. 

Senator Borah, militant as always, 
refused “to look backward” and de- 
manded a trial of at least 25 years for 
prohibition before talk of repeal should 
be considered. Placed in the Constitu- | 
tion by the deliberative act of the 
American people, the law, he declared, 
could and would be enforced and it 
was the only method of the many 
brought forward—partial modification, 
government control or State determina- 
tion—which could combat successfully 
the evil which Lincoln ranked with 
slavery. 


Broadcast by Two Stations. 


After two hours of argument, added 
to by the introductions of Robert 
Washdurn, president of the Roosevelt 
Club, Inc., which arranged the meet- 
ing, the question was left with the in- 
dividuals of the audience, multiplied 
many times by the unseen listeners to 
the broadcast by two radio stations. 

There was no decision. The Roose- 
velt club had refused approval to any 
form of judging, formal or otherwise. 
The audience was obviously partisan 
from the applause which greeted the 
opposing remarks of the speakers, but 
it apparently was dividedly so. The 
audience which trooped out talking, 
jostling, arguing, laughing, was still 
partisan, but whether differently di- 
vided seemed impossible of decision. 
“My position,” said Senator Borah, “is 
that when a clause is placed in the . 
Constitution, it is my duty to Upny, 
that Constitution.” 

“So long as the amendment is law,” 
said Dr. Butler, “it is my duty to obey — 
it; but that does not prevent my in- 
telligence from telling me to exert my- 
self to my utmost to take it away 
legally.” 

Orders to Advance Necded. 


“What we need,” declared the West- 
erner, “is not a party giving orders to 
retreat, but orders to advance. The Re- 
publican and Democratic parties may 
sidestep this issue but the people will 
not.” 

Dr. Butler’s theory, on which he 
took final issue with his opponent, was 
that all previous amendments to the 
Constitution had been based on points 
contained in the original document, 
but that the eighteenth amendment, 
to his mind, had no connection with 
the Constitution except its enactment. 


Stupendous Error, Is View. 


Opening his argument, Dr. Butler de- 
clared the question presented raises 
issues more important “than any which 
the American people have been called 
upon to face since our fathers and 
grandfathers had to deal with the issue 
of slavery and secession.” 

“It is in no direct sense a question 
of morals at all,” he said. “It is only 
incidentally a question which has to 
do with the use and abuse of intoxi- 
cating liquor. It is primarily and 
chiefly a question of government, of the 
protection and perpetuity of the form 
of government established by the Con- 
stitution, of the relation of that gov- 
ernment to the citizen and of the rela- 
tion of the citizen to his government.” 
“While the elghteenth amendment is 
the law, we owe it obedience,” Dr. But- 
ler said. “We owe to the underlying. 
principles of America an appeal to the 
people to undo that damage and cor- 
rect that stupendous error. ay

It was generally understood that Riley 
had been murdered. 


Shiner was arrested and given a | 
hearing, but there were no witnesses | 


and not even the corpus delicti could 
be proved. 


Suspect Left Long Ago. 


Adrian is confident 
he has the corpus delicti now, with the 
finding of the bones and skeleton back | 
of the Atlantic & Pacific Tea store, but 
of course Shiner has gone; most likely 
he is dead. But the old-timers are 
shaking their silvered heads and say- 
ing that the community was right at 
the time and “say what you want to, 
murder is bound to come out.” 


William Lambden seems to have the | 


clearest recollection of the details. His 
story is that Riley came to the town 
first and opened up the tobacco store. 
He was a rather stupid fellow, shiftless 
but likable nevertheless. He met and 
wooed the buxom, fair-faced Katrina 
Shellhorn, a daughter of old man Shell- 
horn, who farmed a mile or so out on 
the pike. 

As. Mr. Lambden’s version goes, he 
sent to New York for Shiner to come 
down and be his best man. Shiner ar- 
rived, a dapper city slicker such as dap- 
per city slickers were in those days, and 
proved to be the best man in every 
sense of the word. He married the girl 
himself and shortly acquired the busi- 
hess. Riley, reasonably acquiescent in 
™ the loss of the girl, was inclined to be 
stubborn in the loss of the business. 

Trials ef Shiner Failed. 

There were reports at the time; in 
fact, it was testified at the hearing, 
held over at the red brick courthouse 
Which still stands, that a wagon left 
the place late one night with Riley’s 
body all chopped to pieces, supposedly 
to be dumped into the Potomac river. 

Shiner left town a short while after 
the disappearance of Riley and the au- 
tiorities had nothing with which to 
move against him. But subsequently 
Antonio Shellhorn, a brother, who had 
been letting it out_that he knew a lot 
what he could tell, told the authorities 
definitely that Shiner had slain Riley.

No Time to Obtain Alienist at

POINTS OUT SYMPTOMS 


| A plea of insanity will be made in 
behalf of Louis F. Boersig, convicted 
| murderer, if he is granted another 


| trial, Frederick L. Flynn, his attorney, 
revealed yesterday. 

| Boersig, Who was charged with kill- 
ing the two young. daughters of Mr. 
| and Mrs. George Ridgeway near Alex- 
andria, March 4, was found guilty by a 
jury at Fairfax, Va., Wednesday and 
sentenced to die in the electric chair 
June 7. 

Mr. Flynn, who plans to move for a 
new trial next week, said yesterday he 
would have contended Boersig was 
'mentally unsound at the last trial if 
he had had time to call witnesses and 
enlist an alienist. 

He said Boersig frequently had mani- 
fested symptoms of insanity. Once, he 
said, he found himself in Fredericks- 
burg and could not explain how he got 
there. While in jail at Winchester, he 
said, the condemned man collapsed one 
day and frothed at the mouth. 


Utility Board Asks 
New Rule on Experts 


Members of the public utilities com- 
mission, accompanied by Ralph B. Fle- 
harty, people’s counsel, called on 
Comptroller General John R. McCarl 
yesterday to ask the latter to modify 
his ruling that all experts appointed 
by the commission to make valuation 
and other investigations must be lim- 
ited to compensation payable under the 
Classification act. 

It was developed at the conference, 
it is said, that the two or three prin- 
cipal appointments the commission 
wants to make are not of employes, 
but of expert witnesses, retained for 
periods sufficient to qualify themselves 
to be able to testify. McCarl made no 
ruling, but took the matter under ad- 
visement.

Claimed Riley Still Lived. 


Having been brought back and freed, 
Shiner sought vainly to reestablish his 
tobacco business in the two-story brick 
building on King street next to the tea 
company’s building behind which the 
body was found. He went so far as to 
produce a letter purporting to be from 
Riley back in New York saying he was 
getting along well. He prevailed upon 
Editor Benjamin F. Sheetz of the Lou- 
doun Mirror to publish it. Editor 
Sheetz was of that school of journalism 
which spoke rather plainly. He pub- 
lished the letter and added a notation 
giving it as his opinion, in effect, that 
it was a forgery 

Another version is that Shiner was 
first on the field and brought Riley 
down as sort of a man about the place. 
This version which does not seem to 
make him so stupid is that he met his 
untimely fate because of his attentions 
to Katrina. But, it is pointed out, he 
was a clownish sort of a fellow, always 
up to some tricks. For one thing he 
used to always be frightening the 
colored people with white sheets and 
things like that. So,*it is explained, 
he could have been stupid and yet won 
his way to the fair Katrina's heart with 
his clownishness. 

At any rate, there is no dispute that 
he got the worst of it in the end. 


No Marks of Identification. 


The “skull and bones, a bucket full, 
were dug up from about 1 foot in the 
ground. There were no identifying 
marks, but immediately they were 
found the word was spread that Riley’s 
remains had been discovered at last. 

Aside from the fact of his disappear- 
ance, blood-stained clothing, it is said, 
was found on the second floor of the 
building in which he and Shiner 
worked. 

As the townspeople gathered in 
groups to reminisce, for the story 
had been handed down to later gen- 
erations as one of the town’s few 
unsolved mysteries, there was one 
discordant note. It was struck by 
Charles Lowenbach, who conducts a 
hardware store.

0,000 AUTOS ESCAPE 
TAX, SAYS ASSESSOR 


Montgomery County Official 
Seeks to Make Up $17,- 
‘250 Lost Revenue. 


According to Lawrence A. Chiswell, 
supervisor of assessments for Mont- 
gomery county, Md., more than 10,000 
automobiles are owned in Montgomery 
county and fully 5,000 of them have 
so far escaped taxation. As such ma- 
chines are assessed for taxation pur- 
poses on an average of $300 each, the } 
5,000 not on the books represent, it is 
held, about $1,500,000 that should be 
& part of the county’s taxable basis 
and about $17,250 in annual revenue 
the county is entitled to and is not 
collecting. 

Mr. Chiswell and his assistants are 
engaged in a drive to locate these un- 
taxed machines. The task, however, is 
proving a big one, principally because 
of the absence of an adequate system 
of keeping tab on them after they 
are issued “tags” by the State motor 
vehicle commissioner, but the offices 
of the moter vehicle commissioner and 
the State tax commissioner are said to 
be cooperating in the campaign in 
every way possible. 

Mr. Chiswell stated yesterday that 
he believed that when the time arrives 
for the county commissioner to sign 
the levy for the fiscal year which be- 
gins July 1, virtually all of the cars 
will have been listed for taxation pur- 
poses. 


PILFERING IS TRACED 
TO ATTACHE’S OFFICE

the American embassy and turned over 
to President Calles was correspondence 
that passed between the State Depart- 
ment in Washington and Ambassador 
Sheffield over a considerable period 
of time. Rewritten and interpolated to 
include matter making the United 
States government appear to be in sym- 
pathy with revolutionary movements 
and other activities hostile to the 
Mexican administration, these altered 
copies of messages were then put into 
a spurious code purporting to be that 
employed by the American government. 
In that form they were transmitted to 
President Calles, together with a key 
to the false code. 

How much, if anything, President 
Calles or his agents paid for the mes- 
sages thus forged is not known here. 
There was much ado about decoding 
them, and the Mexican president was, 
naturally, indignant when he read the 
transcripts. To him it indicated that 
the Coolidge administration was not 
acting in good faith in its relations 
with Mexico. Whether the purpose of 
the person or persons who put these 
documents into Calles’ hands was 
merely to get money for a kind of in- 
formation Calles would be eager to 
have, or whether it was done with the 
definite purpose of disrupting relations 
between the two governments, is an 
important part of the investigation. 
This much is certain: Whatever the 
object may have been, the forgeries 
brought about a situation which re- 
sulted in an exchange of notes between 
the_two governments, these being the 
s0-called “‘mystery notes’? of a month 
ago. 

To convince Calles that the messages 
were authentic, it had been necessary 
for the pilferers to adopt a special code, 
as the Mexican president was familiar 
enough with diplomatic practices t& 
know that official documents of such a 
nature would be transmitted only in a 
carefully guarded code. He was too 
shrewd to swallow an overdose of the 
medicine, however, and there are indi- 
cations that it was his suspicions that 
led ultimately to the disclosure to the 
American State Department. 

The responsible personnel of the em-— 
bassy is made up entirely of American 
citizens. A few Mexicans are employed 
there, but in minor capacities, where 
they do not have access to messages like 
those stolen from the embassy files and, 
after being copied, returned. 

The messages were not diverted while 
in transit between Washington and 
Mexico City. The State Department 
recently adopted a courier system for 
the transmission of its confidéntial 
communications to the American em- 
bassy in Mexico City. This, it is 
thought, was because the State Depart- 
ment had by that time learned of the 
pilfering and forgeries and at first be- 
lieved messages had been removed from 
the mail pouch.

before congressional committees in the 
last session, when Congress appropri- 
ated $7,500, instead of $6,000, for cor- 
poration counsel’s salary, after either 
express Or implied agreement with the 
commissioners that a new legal head 
would be appointed for the municipal 
government 

A rider was attached to the appro- 
priation bill placing appointment of 
the new corporation counsel with the 
President. But opposition to such a 
setback to the principle of home rule 
caused the amendment to be with- 
drawn. 

When Commissioner Taliaferro, who 
is a lawyer, Was appointed four months 
ago, he set about to acquaint himself 
with the affairs of the law department 
which falls under his administrative 
charge. He undertook measures to re- 
lieve congestion in the trial of police 
court jury cases, assigning Hart to 
make a study of the situation and to 
reform procedure. 

He also began to look about for a 
corporation counsel who would bring a 
new energy to the office and be not 
only a sound legal adviser to the com- 
missioners but a good administrator. 
Taliaferro says that an ideal combina- 
tion exists in Bride. The commissioner 
asserts he and his colleagues have con- 
fidence in the abilities of Stephens, but 
hold that he can serve the office best 
relieved of responsibility for the per- 
formances of the legal staff. They are 
mindful, also, he said, of 24 years of 
service by Stephens, during the last six 
of which he has been head of the law 
department, 

At the conclusion of yesterday’s board 
meeting Commissioner Taliaferro gave 
out this statement: 

“The business of the District of Co- 
lumbia has increased very rapidly in 
the last few years. The commissioners 
desire and intend to meet the develop- 
ment by such changes as may be nec- 
essary to conduct the public business 
in the most efficient and satisfactory 
manner. Congress. has provided in the 
appropriation act for the next fiscal 
year for a corporation counsel, who 
shall also be general counsel for the 
public utilities commission, at a salary 
of $7,500, which is recognition of the 
increasing responsibilities of that posi- 
tion. 

“The commissioners have this day 
appointed as corporation counsel, ef- 
fective July 1, William’ W. Bride, a na- 


tive Washingtonian who has practiced 
law in Washington since his admission 
to the bar in 1905. 

“Mr. Bride was formerly very active 
in the local courts, but for some years 
has devoted himself to other law busi- 
ness, much of which has been of inter- 
national s¢ope. He is an accomplished, 
successful lawyer, who looks upon his 
appointment as an opportunity for 
public service. 

“His appointment is made now in 
order that he may have reasonable 
time to close his law office, which he 
intends to do, and also that he may, 
before assuming the duties of office, to 
some extent familiarize himself with 
the work which he will take over, I 
consider the District government ex- 
ceedingly fortunate in being able to 
announce the appointment of Mr. 
Bride. 

“Mr. Francis H. Stephens, who has 
for many years performed faithful and 
valuable service for the District of 
Columbia, will, I am glad to state, con- 
tinue upon the staff of that office.” 

Bride was born in Washington in 
1881, graduated with the degree of 
A. B. from St. John’s college and LL. B. 
from Georgetown university and 
studied at the University of Nebraska. 
In 1905 he married Lulu’ Mae Fair- 
banks, a niece of Vice President Fair- 
banks.

STOP LIGHT ROBBER 
GETS 20-YEAR TERM 


Man Who Halted Motorists at 
Signals Sentenced on 
Four Charges. 


James Seel, alias George Woods, col- 
ored, stop-light robber, was sentenced 
yesterday by Justice Hitz in criminal 
court to serve 20 years in prison on four 


charges of robbery which were filed 
against him in connection with his 
practice of stopping motorists at inter- 
sections equipped with automatic 
traffic signals.

ON STAND FOR NINTH DAY 


Detroit, April 8 (By k P.).—Idaho 
potato growers were organized into a 
cooperative selling association by 
Aaron Sapiro by the use of funds ad- 
vanced by the commission firm of 
Weyl & Zuckerman, of Los Angeles, 
Calif., which became the organization’s 
agents and in the end Sapiro collected 
his fee from association funds remain- 
ing in the agent~’ hands. 

That was the story told by Sapiro 
and a score of documents introduced 
today in his $1,000,000 libel sult against 
Henry Ford. It was the ninth day of 
the attorney’s cross-examination by 
Senator James A. Reed, chief of the 
defense counsel, and when court was 
adjourned until next Monday the in- 
dications were Sapiro would be on the 
witness stand all of next week. 

The Idaho situation was delved into 
by Reed in an effort, he said, to show 
that Sapiro, by his own improper con- 
duct, might have alienated some of the 
fees he alleged were lost to him be- 
cause of articles printed in Forq’s 
weekly, the Dearborn Independent: 

Two loans totaling $4,000 were made 
by Weyl and Zuckerman through Sa- 
piro to the organization committee of 
the growers and later were repaid with 
interest, to the firm. Records of the 
transaction were intrdouced. 

The cooperative failed to prosper,

Vincent Drucci, 
“The Schemer,”’ shot and killed by a 
policeman on the eve of the city elec- 
tion, was buried in an aluminum and 
silver casket with flowers estimated to 
have cost in the-neighborhood of $30,- 
000 surrounding it. 

Drucci’s funeral, without benefit of 
clergy, was held at an undertaking 
chapel where Dion O’Banion, one of 
the greatest of the beer barons, also 
lay after being assassinated. The 
Schemer was regarded by his friends 
as something of a martyr because he 
died from a policeman’s bullet. 

His friends call it murder, and the 
coroner still is investigating. The po- 
lice have defied the coroner to compel 
the policeman, Daniel Healy, who did 
the shooting, or his companions, to 
appear and testify. 

The body was taken to a vault in 
Mount Carmel cemetery to await con- 
struction of a mausoleum.

ever foreigners and Chinese have come 
into contact. 

It is widely recognized that the in- 
cidents in Peking and Shanghai are 
filled with dynamite and Moscow's re- 
action, thus far indicated, is anxiously 
awaited. 

While the ministers of the powers 
at Peking and the consuls at Shanghai 
are taking up technically correct posi- 
tions, the former protesting against 
the action of the northerners in ex- 
ceeding the terms of their permit to 
pass through the legation quarter, and 
the latter asking the municipal coun- 
cil to explain the cordon placed about 
the Russian consulate, it is felt that 
there can be no question that neither 
affair would have been possible had 
any power offered the slightest oppo- 
sition,. 

The action of the municfpal council 
of Shanghai in placing a cordon around 
the soviet consulate was based on fear 
of possible hostile demonstrations 
against it, it was stated today. This 
fear was prompted by information 
reaching the commissioner o. police 
that the raid on the buildings attached 
to the soviet embassy in Peking had re- 
vealed matters which were likely to 
create feeling against the soviet con- 
sulate here. ‘ 


As a result of a protest received from 
the soviet consul general against the | 
stationing of a guard around the con-| 
sulate, the consular body met this af- 
ternoon and decided to refer the matter 
to the Shanghai municipal council with 
a request for an explanation of its 
actions, 


Municipal Council in Charge 


Responsibility for posting the cordon 
was entirely that of the municipal 
council. The cordon was made up of 
the municipality’s paid police force, 
which includes police volunteers, in- 
cluding’ foreigners and Chinese and 
white Russians belonging to the Rus- 
sian company of the Shanghai volun- 
teer corps. This latter company, re- 
cruited largely from the defeated forces 
of the northern g-neral, Chang Tsung- 
Chang, is under the orders of the 
municipal council. 

While the Russian angle oz the situ- 
ation now is holding the center of at- 
tention, the evacuation of foreigners 
from the interior, the political maneu- 
vers within the ranks of the Cantonese 
and military movements in China’s civil 
war also are continuing. 

Gen. Chiang Kai-shek left Shangral 
for Nanking this. afternoon. It is be- 
lieved his trip is to prepare for fur- 
ther Cantonese military _ operations 
north of the Yangtze river. 

Wang Ching-wei, chairman of the 
Kuomintang, or political organization 
of the Cantonese, left secretly Wednes- 
day for Hankow. He has made strenu- 
ous efforts to repair the breach be- 
tween the moderate branch of the Can- 
tonese, headed by Chiang Kai-shek, 
and the leftish branch. The future 
actions of Wang are expected to have 
an important bearing on the course of 
the dispute. Some observers here be- 
lieve pressure may be exerted at 
Hankow to cause him to denounce 
Chiang, creating possibly a definite 
split in the Kuomintang.

Fall could have no lawful duties to 
perform in connection with the oil 
leases at the time the bribing is alleged 
to have taken place. 

Because of this, the status of Fall} 
as covered by the indictment charg- 
ing violation of section 39, United | 
States penal code, comes squarely 
within the law 
Thompson. versus The United States. 
where the Court of Appeals unani- 
mously decided “that there can be no 
bribery of any official doing a parti- 
cular act unless the law requires or 
imposes upon him the duty of acting.”

Hogan cited many statements, includ- 
ing some made by Pomerene and Rob- 
erts during the trial of the civil cases. 

Mark B. Thompson, of counsel for 
Fail, made a brief argument declaring 
that the Supreme Court of the United 
States in the recent Mal Daugherty 
decision had stated expressly that the 
naval reserves could only be adminis- 


tered by the Congress and that, there- | 


fore, it could not be said that Fall 
had the lawful duty of administering 
them. 

Neither Pomerene nor Roberts, of gov- 
ernment special counsel, made partic- 
ular effort to meet Hogan’s charge that 
the Thompson case threw the present 
indictment out of court, but it was 
obvious that this move of the defense 
had in no sense come as a surprise. The 
government’s brief contained the fol- 
lowing: 

“In Thompson versus United States, 
supra, the Court of Appeais affirmed 
a decision of the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia, overruling a de- 
murrer to a .bribery indictment.: The 
indictment charged that the Postmaster 
advertised for proposals for the furnish- 
ing of postal cards according to speci- 
fications and that the cards as manu- 
factured, should be subject to inspec- 
tion and approval of the Postmaster 
General or his agent. The public printer 
as the agent of the Postmaster Gen- 
eral, entered into -a contract with the 
Chapman Coated Paper Co. wherein 
said company agreed to furnish the nec- 
essary paper for the cutting and print- 
ing of the cards; also further that one, 
Zantzinger, was appointed inspector, 
and that while a large quantity of pa- 
per was awaiting inspection by him, 
Thompson, the president of the paper 
company, gave him $100 to influence 
him to approve a certain shipment. In 
sustaining the indictment the Court of 
Appeals held that Zantzinger was ex- 
ercising a delegated official function 
and was an officer of the United States. 
The language of the opinion: 

“*That there can be no -bribery of 
any official doing. a particular act, un- 
less the law requires or imposes upon 
him the duty of acting’ is therefore 
obiter dicta and a statement made 
merely for the purpose of showing that 
the principle stated was not applicable 
to the demurrer.” 

Pomerene at one point asked the 
court to ignore the Thompson case and 
characterized all the arguments of de- 
fense counsel as immaterial to the out- 
standing question of whether the 
money was given. 

“I care not whether he was acting 
under statuatory authority or not,” 
Pomerene added. 

Roberts was present but did not make 
an oral argument. The government’s 
brief, summing up its side of the case, 
concluded as follows: 

“The public policy of the government 
requires that its officers be held to the 
exercise of the utmost good faith in 
deciding and acting upon any matter 
before them, whether it is beiore wo .m 
legally or otherwise. The confidence 
of the people in their government 
would be destroyed if the defendants 
were permitted to escape merely be- 
cause they took advantage of an ir- 
regular distribution of authoritv t°- 
tween executive departments of the | 


| government.”

O'Neil, Blackmer, Robert W. Stewart, 
of Chicago, chairman of the board of 
the Eiandard Oil Co. of Indiana; Sin- 


| clair and H. 8. Osler are declared to 


have organized the Continental Trad- 
ing Co., Inc., under the .aws of Canada 
for the purpose of buying and selling 
oil in this country. Some of the profits 
were converted into Liberty bonds, and 


the government charges that $230,000 


of these bonds »iund their way to Fall. 

Stewar. is améng the seventy-odd 
witnesses summoned for the Fall- 
Sinclair trial. Osler is a Canadian citi- 
zen and consequently is free of the 
jurisdiction of the American courts. 
Sinclair, the fifth organizer of the 
Continental, is a defendant in the trial 
and can nct be calleu to the stand by 
the goverpment. 

Many present and former government 
officials will be called to the stand by 
the government. They include Harry 
M. Daugherty, former Attorney Gen- 
eral; Theodore Roosevelt, jr., Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy when the leases 
were made, and E. C. Finney, First As- 
sistant Secretary of the Interior. Prac- 
tically all of the witnesses summoned 
for the criminal case testified in the 
civil suit brought by the government 
at Cheyenne, Wyo., for the recovery of 
the Teapot Dome reserve. That case 
‘s pending in the Supreme Court 
on appeal by Sinclair and’ is to be 
argued next week.

HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS, 


On April 20 the zoning commission will dis- 
cuss a proposed amendment to the regulations 
which reads as follows: ‘‘In the 110-foot height 
district, buildings may be erected to a height 
not exceeding 130 feet, or twelve stories, pro- 
vided that such buildings face or abut a street 
or streets not less than 110 feet wide between 
building lines, and provided further that above 
the 110-foot level all outside walls are set 
back six inches for every foot of height above 
this level.’”’ ‘The amendment, if adopted, will 
serve to legalize for Washington the type of 
structure adopted in New York. 

Visitors to New York have been unanimous 
in their praise of the new architecture. Artists 
who have examined buildings constructed 
euder the plan have given them their stamp of 
zpproval. Outstanding among ‘the adwantages 


of the set-back or pyramid type of structure 


is the fact that it permits access of light and 
air to all buildings within the area. In addi- 
tion, however, pyramid buildings are more 
pleasing to the eye than the old box type. 

High buildings are not unsightly when prop- 
erly designed and constructed. It would be a 
pity if private structures should ever be per- 
mitted to dwarf Washington’s public build- 
ings, but it would also be a mistake to obstruct 
progress by refusing to liberalize the laws re- 
garding building heights. It was inevitable 
that local constructors should be considering 
the building of modified skyscrapers. Land 
values are on the up-grade, and additional 
floors constitute the economic method of get- 
ting the most out of any:strip of ground. 

Washington will never copy the skyscrapers 
of New York, for without the severely re- 
stricted available area that exists in, Manhat- 
tan, there is no need to go to great heights.

THE “SLUSH FUND COMMITTEE.” . 


Vice President Dawes cites the Supreme 
Court’s decision in the Mal Daugherty case in 
support of the theory that the Reed ‘“‘slush 
fund’’ committee is still alive, and he has ac- 
cordingly appointed Senator Fess to serve in 
place of Senator Goff, resigned. But Senator 
Fess himself has expressed the opinion that 
the Reed committee expired with the Sixty- 
ninth Congress. 

The Brookhart committee was created by a 
. Senate resolution which limited the committee’s 
authority to the period of the Sixty-eighth 
Congress. But on March 14, 1924, Senator 
Keyes, from the committee on contingent ex- 
penses, reported a resolution amending the 
original resolution, authorizing the committee 
to “sit at such times and places as it might 
deem advisable or necessary.” 
lution was agreed to; and it was upon this fact 
that the Supreme Court fownd in the Mal 
Daugherty case that the committee was acting 
with authority. 

But the Senate never amended the resolu- 
tion creating the Reed “slush fund’ commit- 
tee. Senator Reed believed that authority was 
required for the committee to act after the 
Sixty-ninth Congress expired, and he endeavor- 
ed to obtain this authority, but failed. Since 
that time he has assumed that the committee is 
still in existence, But Senator Keyes, who par- 
ticipated in the passage of the resolution ex- 
tending the life of the Brookhart committee, is 
of the opinion that the Reed committee expired 
with the Congress that created it. He has re- 
fused to sign vouchers for the expenses of the 
committee. Vice President Dawes’ opinion 
that the committee is alive is not, of course, 
binding upon Senator Keyes. 


SENATOR KING’S WOES. 


Senator King, of Utah, seems to have en- 
countered a rather unsympathetic audience 
when he recently addressed 400 soldiers and 
sailors on the transport St. Mihiel. Mr. King 
was returning from Porto Rico, after he had 
been excluded from Haiti by order of President 
Borno, He poured out his woes to the Ameri- 
can soldiers and sailors, declaring that the 
Haitian president had acted under direction 
of the American high commissioner. He is 
said to have asserted that American financial 
interests were behind the American occupation 
of Haiti and that many Haitian and American 
lives had been sacrificed in behalf of those 
financial interests. ‘‘Our country’s desire,’’ 
Senator King is reported to have said, “‘appears 
to be to grab everything in sight for the benefit 
of a wealthy few, and then protect those rights 
with the lives of American youths.”’ 

A young lieutenant immediately took issue 
with Senator King and politely but firmly re- 
sented his aspersions upon the honor of the 
government of the United States. He ex- 
pressed the wish that some one of equal stand- 
ing with Senator King would appear in de- 
fense of his own country. 

The United States is in Haiti by virtue of 
a treaty ratified by the body of which Senator 
King is a member. If this nation is grabbing 
or exploiting Haiti the act is being done with 
the advice and consent of the Senate. Senator 
King should withdraw from such a corrupt 
body, and quit the country which is engaged 
in robbing its neighbors. 


STUDYING AIRPLANES. 


Last February legislation was enacted by 
Congress authorizing the Secretary of the 
Navy, in his discretion, to dispose of without 
charge except for transportation and delivery, 
to properly accredited schools, colleges and 
universities for use in aeronautical courses, 
any aircraft, aircraft parts, instruments or 
engines which have been declared obsolete by 
the department, provided that such aircraft, 
parts or ‘engines will not be used in actual 
flying. Now the department has ahnounced 
that the first issues of such engines will be 
made before long to the University of 
Nebraska and to the Worcester Polytechnic in- 
stitute. 

This is an admirable way to put obsolete 
material to work. Such planes and engines 
can be of no possible use to the aviation 
branch of the service. In the universities, 
however, they can be dismantled and reas- 
sembled many times over, and the ‘students 
engaged in this clinical work will obtain actual 
knowledge of their cohstruction. The prin- 
ciples of plane and engine design are reason- 
ably well standardized. By working over 
equipment which has lost its serviceability 
only, there is little danger that obsolete prac- 
tices will be absorbed. ‘Young men, however, 
will gain a clear Knowledge of the construc- 
tion of service engines, and if the time arrives 
when they will be called on to give their serv- 
ices to the country, they will be peculiarly well 
fitted to fill responsible posts in the aviation 
branch of the navy. 


THE COAL SITUATION. 


In a laudable effort to allay public alarm 
over the coal situation, Harry L. Gandy, secre- 
tary of the National Coal association, furnishes 
The Post with accurate information as to the 
stocks of bituminous coal above ground and 
the productive capacity of the soft coal mines 
that are not affected by the existing strike. 

Quoting from the estimates of the American 
Railway association, Mr. Gandy asserts that 
“in a single week nonunion mines actually 
produced 9,250,000 tons” and that “there were 


capacity of 1,680,000 tons. In other words 
nonynion mines can produce no less than 
10,936,000 tons per week.” 

Mr.',Gandy further calls attention ‘to the 
fact that the total consumption and exports 
of bituiginous coal average approximately 
10,000,000 tons’ per week throughout the 
year, but he asserts the demand will be much 
less than jthat amount during the summer 
months. Hesides this, he states that through 
temporary working agreements, made between 
operators apd miners’ organizations, in what 
he designatés as union fields, a still further 
production @ 600,000 tons weekly is possible.

But when Mr. Gandy argues against the 
enactment of the bill that died in the commit- 
tee on interstate and foreign commerce during 
the closing days of the last Congress he fails 
to support his position with such sound rea- 
soning as that which he uses im his successful 
effort to allay possible alarm. 

The spokesman’ for the operators differen- 
tiates between railroads and coal operators, in 
that the former are public carriers and as 
such are subject to Federal regulation, whereas 
the ownership of a coal mine is a private busi- 
ness. Therefore, he asks, as arbitration can 
not be forced on the operator, why should 
the President be permitted to declare an emer- 
gency when the public needs coal, and can’t 
get it? 

Mr. Gandy takes the position that the so- 
called Parker bill creates a new division of 
mediation to deal with the coal industry when 
no such body is necessary, because “there al- 
ready exists in the division of conciliation of 
the Department of Labor a thoroughly or- 
ganized and well-functioning agency set up by 
Congress for that very purpose.’”’ 

He will scarcely deny, however, that a very 
grave emergency existed during the con- 
tinuance of the last coal strike, -and in spite 
of the existence of that “well-functioning 
agency” it was a long time before the con- 
sumer could obtain coal. 

Chairman Parker and many of his col- 
leagues on the committee believed last winter, 
and still believe, that legislation similar to 
that proposed is vitally necessary to protect 
the public from a possible coal shortage. The 
fact that such a shortage may be averted this 
year is not a convincing reason for opposing 
preparations to meet such a condition,

NEW YORK’S STAGE CLEAN-UP. 
Gov. Smith of New York has signed the 
Wales padlock bill, which provides that places 
of entertainment violating licensing regula- 


tions may be closed for a year. The law ap- 


plies not only to nudity, but also to any “ob- 
scene, 


indecent, immoral or impure drama, 


play, exhibition or entertainment,” and makes 


theater owners and individual performers re- 
sponsible for the character of the entertain- 
ment. Most of the bill was written by the dis- 
trict attorney. . 

New York authorities now have an additional 
whip with which to control the stage, night 
clubs and other places of amusement. Clean-up 
of the theater has been advocated for months, 
Some time ago an unofficial play jury was 
formed which passed on productions. This 
plan failed and was followed by police raids, 
which recently resulted in court convictions 
and jail sentences for authors, producers and 
actors found guilty of producing immoral. 
plays. Now, however, an additional group 
may be held guilty—theater owners. 

This may be the solution of the problem. 
The owner of a theater in New York city has 
large capital invested. Naturally he _ will 
guard against any possibility of having his in- 
vestment made idle. For economic reasons he 
will turn censor, and make certain that the 
production housed within his property will not 
jeopardize his income. The complete clean-up 
of New York’s stage seems to be imminent.

FIGHTING THE POTASH MONOPOLY. 


Announcement is made that the Department 
of Justice has served an injunction in a Federal 
court in New York to prevent the German and 
French potash combine, otherwise known as 
the potash trust, from further engaging in the 
sale of their potash under certain contracts to 
agents in New York city. The United States 
contends that such business is in restraint of 
foreign and domestic commerce and in viola- 
tion of the antitrust act, the tariff act of 1894, 
and the tariff act of 1913. 

The acts of 1894 and 1913 were intended to 
bring within the domestic antitrust law any 
person or corporation, ‘‘either of whom is en- 
gaged in importing any article from any for- 
eign country into the United States,’’ in re- 
straint of trade and commerce. 

It is recited in the bill that certain German 
and French corporations have entered into con- 
tracts with American agents, citizens of the 
United States, to sell German-French potash in 
the United States at a stipulated price and 
under certain terms, all of which constitute a 
conspiracy and restraint of trade within the 
prohibition of the law. 

It is alleged that the defendants entered into 
an agreement to project an overseas monopoly 
of potash into the United States. This con- 
spiracy, it is asserted, has been going on since 
August, 1924, and was renewed May 1, 1927, 
and is in operation now, to the injury of Ameri- 
can consumers of potash. 

When the tariff of 1922 was under consider- 
ation in Congress an effort was made in the 
House to impose a sliding import duty on for- 
eign potash. This was opposed by a-group of 
representatives and agents in behalf of agri- 
cultural organizations. In the Senate an effort 
was made to substitute a bounty for the en- 
couragement of the production of. domestic 


- potash. 


In the Senate on August 8, 1922, Senator 
Smoot, now chairman of the Senate finance 
committee, made a plea for either protection 
or a small bounty. He said: 


If there is no potash produced in this 
country, and two syndicates in the world 
control all the output of potash which will 
be used in this country and the world— 
when that condition arises what is the 
American farmer going to pay for his pot- 
ash? Just as soon as the potash plants in 
this country are scrapped, the American 
people will pay whatever these two great 
syndicates dictate. ) 


Senator Smoot had printed in the Congres- 
sional Record the text of the original contract 
made by the German-French potash syndicate 
with its agents in this country, which, when 
renewed in May, 1927, and now in operation, 
forms the basis of the injunction asked for by 
the Department of Justice, 

_As was predicted ‘in August, 1922, the ab- 
sence of government protection and encourage- 
ment leaves the American industry weak, while 
the German-French potash syndicate is con- 
spiring to dictate to the American farmers 
what they shall pay for potash out of which 
fertilizer is made. 

The lesson is obvious. By prompt action in 
1922 the American farmers today would have 
been free of.the German-French monopoly and 
able to enjoy fair competition and lower prices 
for potash. Undoubtedly the Department of 
Justice will have its hands full. In the mean- 
time farmers must pay the monopoly price.

ROBINSON CRUSOE. 

Tales from the mouth of an old

A po- 
litical campaign without an issue will 
be a novelty. The only thing in sight 
is tax reduction, and that is not much 
of an issue, for both parties will de- 
clare in favor of a cut. ; 

What are to be the slogans? Some- 
body speak up and tell us what we are 
to fight for. Oh, for a return to those 
good old days when we could cry out 
“A full dinner pail!” “Turn the ras- 
cals out!” Those were halcyon days 
for the boys. AN ANXIOUS VOTER. 


THE STATE IN BUSINESS. 


Political abuses, poor service, high 
rates, breakdowns caused by failure te 
make seasonable repairs and replace- 
ments, readily enough account for gove 
ernment failure when it enters the field 
of business, writes Senator William Cas 
bell Bruce in Nation’s Business Maga- 
It cost the city of New York 67.48 
per cent more to operate the ferries at 
New York owned by it, than it did th¢ 
railroad companies to operate the ferries 
at New York owned by them. 

The inferiority of government owneé 
railroad, telegraph, telephone and othe! 
public services in Europe to our Amer- 
ican services of the same nature, fur-. 
nished by private companies, is almost? 
too notorious for comment; though tell- 
ing only the same story of government! 
unfitness for business that is told by 
our wasteful distribution of the vast 
amount of capital that is invested an: 
nually in our postoffice, reclamatia: 
and Shipping Board service and of 
rivers, harbors and roads. 

If it is the intention of our govern- 
ment to broaden the scope of the pa: 
ternalistic experiments that it has beer 
making in one direction or another iz 
recent years, by all means let it em- 
bark upon some general, consistent plar 
of socialism rather than adhere to it 
present course of invading the provinces 
of private business enterprise (as was 
lately proposed in relation to the man. 
ufacture of fertilizers at Muscle Shoals! 
just enough to fill the minds of many 
of its own citizens and tax payers witk 
a rankling sense of injustice. 

Happily, however, signs are not want, 
ing’ that there is a popular reaction at 
the present time, not only in favor of! 
State rights and local self-governmen! 
but the immunity of private busines 
from needless State interference. 

Leave the operation of public utilitie 
to private enterprise subject to the feg: 
ulation of public authority Which has 
shown its fitnss to regulate them. 
Leave all other forms of business tt 
individual ambition and energy, subjec! 
only to the general police powers of thi 
State. That was the good, old Ameri 
can way and there is no reason to be 
lieve that it will ever be improved upon

Increase in Support. 


The report of Frank Armstrong, 
treasurer, indicated a substantial in- 
crease in financial support. It*was as 
follows: 

Receipts from churches, $5,574.50; in- 
dividuals, $3,645; woman’s department, 
$1,805; allied agencies and other or- 
ganizations, $916; miscellaneous sources, 
$1,232.44. Total, $13,172.94. 

Total expenses for the year amounted 
to $13,322.96. A budget of $15,000 was 
adopted for this year. 

Dr. Anson Phelps Stokes, in rendering 
the report of the race relations com- 
mittee, said that an extensive survey 
of negro housing conditions. in Wash- 
ington was under way, under the active 
direction of Prof. William H. Jones, of 
Howard university.

Attendance Is Growing. 


The report of the committee on 
daily vacation Bible schools, submitted 
by the Rev. W. A. McKee, indicated a 
substantial growth in attendance. 
Nineteen schools were conducted, with 
a total enrollment of 1,556 pupils. The 
average daily attendance was 1,102, or 
71.48 per cent. A wide range of sub- 
jects was given. The Rev. E. O. Clark, 
pastor of Chevy Chase Baptist church, 
was the director of the schools. The 
federation voted to engage him to 
serve again next summer. 

Mrs. H. 8S. Irwin, president of the 
woman’s department, told the federa- 
tion that the membership campaign 
conducted during enrollment week in 
February had resulted in a large in- 
crease in the number of new members. 
Mrs. Mary H. Krause, the juvenile 
court worker employed by the woman’s 
department, reported that during the 
year the cases of 106 children had been 
handled and the following problems 
met: Homés provided for 35; families 
assisted in 18 cases where father had 
deserted; closer church affiliations ar- 
ranged in 22 cases; suitable school con-: 
nections made in 21 cases; medical at- 
tention supplied to 7; employment se- 
cured for 7.

The 
member churches of the federation, 
however, contain approximately 55,000 
of the total of 77,000 white Protestant 
church members of Washington, or 
about 70 per cent. Sixteen denomina- 
tions are represented. 

During the last five years the num- 
ber of member churches has increased 
from 58 to the present total cf ill, 
the number of contributing organiga- 
tions has increased from 4 to 6¢@ and 
the numberof individual contributors 
from 98 to 1,806. 

The annual budget has more. than 
doubled during this per.od. Last ycar 
more than 20,000 pieces of mail matter 
were handled through the federation 
office.

the air today as I write this. It 

may turn cold again, but today 
does indeed inspire the planting of roses 
and the training of the reaching vines 
up over the trellis.

Last week we had ham and ways of 
making it over after the first serving 
on Sunday.

“Dear Miss Carey: Please don’t have 
roast beef often, for I usually make up 
my Sunday dinner from your column 
and have a frightful time doing away 
with all the meat that remains when 
it’s roast beef. We do not like stew, 
and hash is no longer more than laugh- 
ed at, is it? Thank you (she also ask- 
ed for a recipe) for helping me out and

But hash is not out of date in the 
least in spite of the fact that it is 
probably the most abused method in 
which left-over meat was ever forced 
upon an enduring family. It can be 
dreadful, but it can also be utterly ae- 
licious and to prove this I am going 
to give you hash on Tuesday next and 
have you see for yourself. It has been 
printed in the column before, this hash 
recipe of ours, and many may remem- 
ber it with its rings of green pepper and 
varied garnishings. But it is worth 
trying again whether or not it is in 
the file.

The homemakers in this part of our 
country seem to know little or nothing 
about artichokes, and yet they are a 
delicious green vegetable. They are 
possibly less convenient to eat than 
the other vegetables that we use, but 
the difficulty in eating them is more 
than atoned for in the delicacy of 
their flavor and the tender delicious- 
ness of that most prized part—the 
heart. Hearts of artichokes are put up 
Dy numerous firms in cans and sold to

the public, and they are very good, 1 
was surprised to discover the other day 
that a friend of this department did 
not know that the original article could 
be bought uncanned—in fact, she had 
no least idea that there was such a 
thing as a fresh artichoke. I am afraid 
that I exhibited to her the fact that 
things other than artichokes can be 
fresh, for I laughed and could not re- 
sist the temptation to ask her what 
sort of an artichoke bush she thought 
the cans grew on. She had not thought 
of it in that light and made me feel 
a great deal better by laughing harder 
than I had. 

The fresh ones are like thistles, and 
have tough petals, but at the root of 
each petal there is a delicious, tender 
portion that is eaten. The re- 
mainder of the tough petal is thrown 
away. In the center there is a core 
that is all tender, and this is the very 
special part of the fruit of the arti- 
choke bush. They may be served with 
drawn butter, or with mayonnaise. 
Usually the latter is used only if the 
vegetable is served cold. They make a 
supper in themselves for the Sunday 
night repast, or a splendid salad dessert 
for a meal. They are nourishing in 
spite of the small amount of food that 
seems to be derived from them. They 
sell for around 20 cents each—and we 
buy only one to a person. Oh, yes, 
and to cook them we boil them in 
salted, acidulated water until the outer 
petals may easily be lifted out of their 
bed—usually from twenty minutes to 
a half hour. 

Of the dishes suggested for the menu 
today we shall require, I think, only 
the salad recipe and the recipe for 
apple meringue pudding. On Tues- 
day. next we shall try to have more 
than one manner in which to dispose 
of what remains of the roast. And on 
Tuesday, too, we shall have our home- 
makers hour over WRC, at 10 in the 
morning. I have heard from a num- 
ber of our friends and know that it is 
giving pleasure and assistance to the 
homemakers of our community which 
is, of course, a very gratifying thing 
to know. 


Apple Meringue Pudding (1870). 

1 pint stewed apples 

3 eggs—whites and yolks separate. 

1 tablespoon butter 

1 teaspoon nutmeg and cinnamon 
mixed 

1 teaspoon essence of almond (for 
meringue) 


Sweeten and spice and, while the 
apple is still very hot, stir in the but- 
ter and, a little at a time, the yolks of 
the eggs. Beat all until it is light and 
pour into a buttered dish and bake 
for ten minutes in a moderate oven. 
Cover, without drawing from the oven, 
with a meringue made of the beaten 
whites and, added to them, two keap- 
ing tablespoons of white sugar and the 
almond essence. Spread smoothly and 
at once close the oven door until the 
meringue has browned. Chill and serve 
cold with sweet cream. This recipe is 
from my old book—by an old, well- 
known author. 

There are still requests waiting to 
be answered, but we can not always 
omit our menu. Also I have for our 
friends several delicious recipes that 
have been recently sent to me for pub- 
lication. We shall use them in the 
very near future.

Work’s Pointer 
On Auction Bridge 


HE pointer for today is: 
Tr When playing a No-Trump, post- 
pone’as long as possible .the lead 
of a seven-card suit containing Ace- 
King-Queen when one hand has four 
cards and the other three. 


Today’s pointer is one which many 
players need. A suit of four cards in 
one hand and three in the other, head- 
ed by Ace-King-Queen, regardless of 
how the three honors may be divided, 
seems to contain a special lure; it 
looks like an easy way to win tricks, 
and many Declarers, the moment they 
obtain the lead, jump for it witk all 
the energy of a hungry trout after 
the first grasshopper of the season. 
It is, however, a lead which should be 
postponed as long as possible; do not 
lead that suit until the adversaries 
have established their suit. For ex- 
ample, take the No-Trump hand given 
yesterday:

WHAT BRITAIN IS DOING TO HALT 
AIR POLLUTION, 


HE British keep pegging away at 

air pollution. Some day they are 

going to do something worth 
while. They have had a commission 
studying the matter for fourteen years. 
A year ago this commission made its 
twelfth annual report. This report was 
published by the British research coun- 
cil 


They have 29 investigators in differ- 
ent cities in Great Britain. These in- 
vestigators are collecting air, smoke and 
dust in 61 gauges located in different 
parts of the cities on which they are 
reporting. They make all kinds of 
chemical and bacterial examinations of 
the material which they collect. 

One new point this year is that a low 
power microscope or magnifying glass 
can be used to diagnose furnace ash. 
Dust from this source is always in cur- 
lous spherical particles. I have been 
told that dust from blast furnaces and 
rolling mills, when it falls on the wa- 
ter, can be recognized 20 miles away by 
its lightness, the way it floats, the way 
it hangs together in islands, and its ap- 
pearance and feel when examined close- 
ly. Possibly the particles would ap- 
pear spherical as reported by the Brit- 
ish if they were magnified a little.

The advisory commission making 
this report indorses the Hill methylen 
blue method for detecting the amount 
of ultraviolet in light. From the stand- 
point of healthsthe ultraviolet por- 
tions of the light are more important 
than any Other.

EAR Viola Paris: I should like 

to Know of a good way to correct 

an Olly Skin. My face is very 

oily and has a growth of superfluous 

hair. What can I do to refine enlarged 
pores on the nose? MARY H. 


Answer: Any one who has an oily 
skin should first make sure that the 
diet is correct. It will be advisable 
to avoid all oily and greasy foods, as 
well as such rich things as gravies, 
fried foods and pastry. Next, partic- 
ular attention should be paid to the 
cleansing of the face. Very greasy 
preparations should not be used, al- 
though a light cleansing oil or a liquid 
pore cleanser would be excellent. After 
using any cleansing preparation, remove 
the surplus with a wash cloth wrung 
out in rather warm water. Soap can 
usually be used with much benefit if 
it is of the mild vegetable-oil variety.

The National league pennant race 

this year rests chiefly between 
Pittsburgh and New York, with the 
Pirates having a slight edge over John 
McGraw’s clan, and the world’s cham- 
pions, St. Louis Cardinals, slated for no 
better than third place. 

This at least represents the con- 
sensus of more than two score major 
league baseball writers who have 
scanned the contenders from points of 
vantage throughout the South and far 
West and given the Associated Press 
the benefit of their opinions. 


N= YORK, April 8 (By A. P.).— 


The experts whose ears are clos- 
est to the’ ground look for a five- 
club battle for first-division posi- 
tions, but when it comes to pick- 
ing the winner their choices rest 
almost exclusively between the Pi- 
rates and Giants. 


Of the total of 42 selections, 19 favor 
the Buccaneers to carry off the flag, 
while 16 pick the reorganized New York 
outfit. Only three put the Cardinals 
at the top of their list, while four ex- 
pect the Cincinnati Reds to lead the 
pack to the finish. 

The point totals in the consensus 
further reveal how closely matched the 
writers regard New York and Pitts- 
burgh. Only 10 points separate them in 
this comparison, with totals of 294 for 
the Pirates and 284 for the Giants. 

The Cardinals, selected by 19 writers 
for second place and 10 for third, com- 
pile a total of 262 points to take the 
third consensus position away from 
Cincinnati. The Reds, although lead- 
‘ing the Cards in first- -place awards, 
were picked by nearly half of the ex- 
perts,. 20, to fill fourth place. The Chi- 
cago Cubs round out: the “first. five” 
with 181 points. 


Perhaps the oddest feature of the 
compilation is that the New York 
and Pittsburgh experts are evenly 
split on selecting one or the other 
of three clubs to lead the pennant 
parade. Seven metropolitan scribes 
each selected the Pirates and 
Giants for the top rung. Of five 
Pittsburgh critics, two each favor 
the Glants' and Pirates while the 
fifth prefers Cincinnati. 


Boston, Brooklyn and Philadelphia 
are disregarded almost completely in 
pennant calculations, though the writ- 
ers point out any one of these clubs 
has possibilities of springing a few 
upsets. None of them is rated higher 
than fifth, however, in any expert 
diagnosis.

voted to uphold Heydler in barring 
Hornsby. 

Leo J..Bondy, attorney for the Giants, 
said that on Monday he will apply for 
the injunction in New York. He said 
that the matter must be disposed of 
within five days and that while a New 
York injunction could not be enforced 
in other States, a violation of it would 
mean contempt proceedings’ there 
against the league and its members. 


Only one plan cf compromise was 
offered during the eight-hour con- 
ference of the club owners, who 
were called in executive session by 
President Heydler after he had fail- 
ed to bring an agreement between 
Hornsby, who asked $105 a share 
for 1,1G7 shares of Cardinal stock, 
and Sam Breadon, owner of the St. 
Louis club, who had bid $60 as his | 
highest figure. 


During -.oday’s session the club own- 
ers proposed that $100,000 be paid 
Hornsby for the block of stock, Breadon 
to pay $75,000 and the league the re- 
mainder. This was promptly réfused 
by Hornsby, who was here with his at- 
torney, William F. Fahey. Hornsby 
then submitted a counter proposal. He 
stood firm on his asked price of $123,- 
000. He said he had an outside offer 
of $87,000 for the stock, and he sug- 
gested that the New York and St. Louis 
clubs and the National league split the 
difference, paying him. $12,000 each. 

This proposition was rejected by the 
club owners when it became evident 
that Hornsby would not recede from 
his position, and having failed to reach 
any other compromise suggestion the 
Owners voted to-uphold Heydler in his 
ruling on Hornsby, and adjourned.

Declaring that the biggest problem 
before the savings banks of the country 
ig to so coordinate their business prac- 
tices with a well-thought-out program 
of financial service that, while they are 
giving depositors a safe depository for 
savings, banks will establish themselves 
in their confidence as competent finan- 
cial advisers and economic leaders of 
the community, Orrin C. Lester vice 


president,. Bowery Savings Bank, New 
York city, yesterday delivered an in- 
Spirational address on “Investment 
Management,” at the morning session 
of the Eastern regional conference, 
savings bank division, American Bank- 
ers association, at the Willard hotel. 

“I believe that the thing that chal- 
lenges our brain and vision today,” said 
Mr. Lester, “and the thing that will 
have universal appeal to our consti- 
tuents everywhere, is an attractive, 
well-thought-out, scientific program of 
nati saving that will put before 

mn as a challenge a plan by which 
they can accumulate out of their life 
income a better living and a com- 
petence for old age.” 

Pointing out that if it is true that 
the average family’s savings in this 
country is less than $1,000, it is evident 
on the face of it that the saturation 
point with banks’ customers has not 
been approached, and that the need of 
depositors for a far-reaching, lifetime 
program is as great as it is with those 
who are not depositors. The New York 
banker said: 

“I indite the savings banks of this 
country for not having thought 
through this primary problem of the 
personal financial needs of people, for 
not having developed experts to deal 
with these problems competently, for 
not having set up equipment in the 
banks for advising people on their 
financial matters and guiding them in 
the more intelligent management of 
their money affairs.” 

Following the address, Robert V. 
Fleming, president of Riggs National 
Bank, took charge of the general dis- 
cussion and many interesting questions 
and answers presented some enlighten- 
ing phases of the science of saving. 


Presided Over by Morehouse. 


Other addresses at the morning ses- 
sion were made on a wide range of sub- 
jects, all being followed up by general 
discussion. 

W. R. Morehouse, president savings 
bank division, American Bankers asso- 
clation, who presided over both day’s 
sessions, addressed the conference on 
the subject, “Various Kinds of Deposi- 
tors and How to Handle Them.” 

“Stimulation of Inactive and the Cor- 
rection of Unprofitable Savings Ac- 
counts” was the topic on which William 
F. Ritter, assistant treasurer, Central 
Trust & Savings Co., Philadelphia, 
spoke, while the discussion of the sub- 
ject was led by Frederick P. H. Siddons, 
secretary, American Security & Trust 
-Co., Washington. Dana 8. Sylvester, 
executive manager, Savings Banks As- 
sociation of Massachusetts, addressed 
the conference on the “Savings Club 
Idea,” with E. J. McQuade, vice presi- 
dent, Liberty National Bank, Washing- 
ton, taking charge of the discussion; 
C. H. Wetterau; vice president, Ameri- 
can National Bank, Nashville, Tenn., 
spoke on “Mass Advertising,” with the 
discussion under the direction of Eliot 
H. Thomson, publicity manager, Wash- 
ington Loan & Trust Co. 


Many Attend Luncheon. 


Following a luncheon, which was 
attended by many local bankers not 
able to be present throughout the con- 
ference, the afternoon and concluding 
session began at 2 o’clock. 

Speaking as generally opposed to in- 
stallment buying, except under meth- 
ods as practiced by houses which will 
stand up under thorough investigation, 
Jesse F. Wood, vice president State 
Planters Bank & Trust Co., Richmond, 
Va., spoke on the subject, “Is Thrift 
Idea to Become Obsolete Because of 
Installment Buying?” and the discus- 
sion led by Harry V. Haynes, president 
Farmers & Mechanics National Bank, 
Washington, brought out the fact that 
Mr. Wood believed that nothing could 
make thrift obsolete in what he called 
“the richest country in the world and 
hence the richest in history.” 

Many enlightening comparisons be- 
tween savings banks in this country 
and the municipal savings banks in 
Germany, were made by Dr. Heinz E. 
Luedicke, editor of the Journal of the 
German Savings Bank association, Ger- 
many, which was followed by a discus- 
sion led by Orrin C. Lester, of New 
York city.

Conditions Intolerable. There, 
He Tells Dewey; Wants 
Director Hall Rebuked. 


SAID TO HAVE CALLED 
EMPLOYES “AGITATORS” 


“Irascible Women” Another 
Term Mentioned, All of 
Which Chief Denies. 


Insupportable labor conditions at 
the bureau of engraving and printing 
were charged yesterday by Luther C. 
Steward, presidnet National Federation 
of Federal Employes, who wants an in- 
vestigation and A. W. Hall, bureau dl- 
rector, rebuked for reported references 
to protesting employes as “agitators” 
and “irascible old women.” Director 


Hall denied these reported statements 
last night, as well as bad conditions at 
the bureau. 

In letters to Director Hall and As- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury Dewey, 
President Steward announced that 
finding no denial of Director Hall’s al- 
leged remarks the federation assumed 
that he was correctly quoted and noted 
with sincere regret that he had added 
materially to its task of maintaining 
@ proper morale by applying epithets 
to subordinates. 


Complaints to Federation. 


Calling attention to recent praise of 
the efficiency of bureau workers by As- 
Sistant Secretary Dewey, President 


plaints have been made to the federa- 
tion regarding working conditions in 
the bureau and that it would welcome 
an investigation by qualified impartial 
personnel experts. 

Commenting on reports that Director 
Hall had referred to dissatisfaction as 
limited to “agitators,” President Stew- 
ard asserted that it was general and 
had been brought formally to the at- 
tention of the director by organized 
representatives of the Women’s Union 
of the bureau. Longer working and 
shortening or elimination of rest pe- 
riods form the basis of complaints. 

Describing conditions as mechanical 
methods applied to 5,000 human beings, 
President Steward declared that work- 
ers there “are being driven under con- 
ditions involving nervous strain almost 
beyond endurance.” 


Local Banks Make 
4,168 Veteran Loans 


Local banks had made 4,168 loans to 
world war veterans on their bonus cer- 
tificates up to March 31, according to 
information given the veterans’ bureau 
yesterday. The loans aggregated $377,- 
453. Since the lst of the month, when 
the bureau started making loans, 3,500 
loans have been made by the local re- 
gional office to veterans in the District 
vicimity. The loans have averaged 
nearly $100, it is said. 

Apparently a large percentage of the 
veterans are seeking loans. There are 
23,797 certificates listed as being in the 
possession of District veterans. Many of 
these certificates have not reached the 
two years’ maturity necessary for a 
loan. On the other hand, many of the 
loans were made to veterans outside 
the District. Should these considera- 
tions balance, one-third of the District 
veterans, whose certificates merit loans, 
have obtained them.

RITES FOR JOEL A. TILTON. 


Was Employe of Pension Office Until 
Retirement. Three Years Ago. 


Funeral services for Joel A. Tilton, re- 
tired government employe, who died 
yesterday in his home, 1520 Twenty- 
ninth street northwest, will be held at 
2:30 o’clock Monday afternoon at the 
Dumbarton Avenue Methodist Episcopal 
church:.

President Butler aroused the audi- 
ence to its highest pitch of enthusiasm 
manifested at any point up to that 
time when he declared that Senator 
Borah in a debate in the Senate 
March 2, 1914, had “stated with ad- 
mirable cogency and directness the 
bom 3 heart and essence of my argu- 
ment.” 


Suffrage Debate Recalled. 


In the record of this debate, he said, 
was “this admirable declaration:” 

“I am not in favor of putting in the 
Constitution of the United States a 
provision of the fundamental law of 
which we, as a nation, are going to live 
in defiance 365 days in the year. 

“My dear senator,” he continued, “I 
agree with you entirely, but why con- 
fine it to woman suffrage?” 

“‘And if it is not going to be en- 
forced in all parts of the nation, then 
there is no reason why it should not be 
left to the different States to act on 
the question of equal suffrage and have 
public opinion behind it.’ 

“Senator, I agree with you.” 


Question of States’ Duties. 


President Butler contended that pro- 
hibition was not a question of States’ 
rights, but a “question of States’ privi- 
leges, State duties, State responsibili- 
ties” and “of the protection and preser- 
vation of local self-government, on 
which every form of democratic gov- 
ernment must finally depend.” 

He asserted that prior to national 
prohibition eighteen States with a pop- 
ulation of 56 per cent of the total 
population of the United States had 
no such law, while eighteen other 
States with 3314 per cent of the total 
population had restrictive legislation 
“that permitted individuals to exer- 
cise their ordinary civil and political 
liberty,” and twelve States with 11 per 
cent of the population had strictly 
prohibitory legislation. 

The eighteenth amendment, Dr. 
Butler declared, “represents the worst 
possible way” of attempting to deal 
with the evils of the liquor traffic. 

“We talk of law enforcement,” he 
continued. “You can not enforce con- 
flicting laws—something must give 
way; and when it is the eighteenth 
amendment and the legislation based 
upon it on the one hand, and the 
whole body of the Constitution, the 
bill of rights, the whole of political 
English and American history on the 
other, which do you suppose will have 
to give way? It must be this new and 
invading element in our public law.” 


Only Cure Is Repeal, He Says. 


After citing cases of what he said 
is being done by enforcement agents 
“under the guise of law enforcement,” 
Dr. Butler said, “the only hope and 
the only cure is the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment. 

“There is no use in talking about 
tinkering with the Volstead law, about 
seeking for one form or another of 
nullification, although nullification has 
become, perhaps, the convenient and 
the cowardly American method of deal- 
ing with laws which we do not like,” 
he said. 

Dr. Butler brought applause when 
he told of his own early political expe- 
riences and of casting a vote for a dec- 
laration against liquor traffic when a 
member of a New Jersey State conven- 
tion in 1886. 

“Why shouldn’t the Republican: 
party reassert its moral leadership, un- 
dertake the restoration of the govern- 
ment of the United States, abide by 
the Constitution and repeal this amend- 
ment not as an end in itself—that! 
would be negative—but as the first step 
toward a direct, a constructive and a 
successful handling of this great social 
problem,” he asked. 


Indorses Quebec System. 


Dr. Butler said that he, and tens of 
thousands like him, should ask the 
State of New York to institute some 
system based upon those which have 
been so successful in Scandinavia and 
Quebec, the absolute abolition of” the 
saloon and the private traffic in intox- 
icating liquor and substituting limited 
sale of liquor for private use. 

“In the State of New York,” he said, 
“we could accept, obey and enforce that 
law, and we should be on the way 
toward that progress on temperance 
which we were happily following when 
1919 and 1920 came upon us and this 
tremendous debacle overtook us.” 

Dr. Butler reminded his audience of 
the danger that confronts a “party 
without courage.” He said the present 
situation was similar to those in 1850 
and 1852. 

“The Clay compromise of 1850 was 
hailed as settling the question of slav- 
ery forever,” he asserted. “All politi- 
cians said then, as they say now, ‘Hush, 
hush, don’t mention this subject.’” 


Whigs Dodged, He Asserts. 


He then related how the Whig party 
passed out of existence, after the con- 
vention of 1852, because it dared not 
nominate Fillmore as he had declared 
for the Clay compromise, nor Webster, 
because of his stand. They nominated 
Winfield Scott, who, Dr. Butler said, 
“had no record on the subject,” and 
carried four States. 

Adopting a defiant attitude, Dr. But- 
ler declared in ringing tones: 

“The fight is on, and it is to be a 
fight to the finish. The battle will be 
fought by men, not mannikins; with 
principles, not platitudes. No matter 
what may be the evasions and silences: 
of party platforms, no candidate for 
high office will be permitted to shelter 
himself behind the papier mache 
breastwork of law enforcement; he wil) 
have to stand up and declare whether 
he is for the Federal union established 
by the Constitution or against. it; 
whether he is for the forbidden 
and abhorrent eighteenth amend- 
ment, which has been forced into 
Constitution, or against it; whether 
he is for freedom of religion, or 
speech and of the press, of the rights 
of assembly and petition, or against 
them; in short, whether he is for the 
protection of the powers reserved to the 
States respectively, and to the people, 
or against it.” 


Borah Warmly Greeted. 


After a greeting equaling in warmth 
that given his opponent, Senator Borah, 
while voicing disagrement with many of 
Dr. Butler’s opinions, declared he had 
“only the highest admiration for the 
man who goes out and sincerely ex- 
presses his view to the public on this 
important question.” 

The audience grew particularly en- 
thusiastic when the senator asserted 
that “every one that the 
liquor traffic is a curse to the human 


family and must be dealt with by law

“I believe,” he shouted, “the Repub- 
lican party should declare for the 
amendment and for its enforcement 
and make the same sublime and daring 
fight against this evil that it made 
against the evil of slavery, two evils 
which the immortal Lincoln associated 
together as the greatest evils of the 
human race.” 


° Quotes the Supreme Court. 


Quoting from the eighteenth amend- 
ment and the Supreme Court decision 
declaring it operative throughout the 
territorial limits of the United States, 
he declared: 

“If the Constitution of the United 
States as construed by the Supreme 
Court is not law, then there is no law. 
If the Constitution of the. United 
States as construed by the highest 
judicial tribunal be disregarded, then 
there is for our people no rule of con: 
duct, no order, no restraint, no protec- 
tion, no stability, no government 
Every man becomes a law unto him- 
self, and every faction that is strong 
enough becomes sovereign.” 

Agreeing with Mr. Butler that “this 
is not a ‘wet’ or ‘dry’ question,” Sena- 
tor Borah described it as “a govern- 
mental question, without the proper 
conception and solution of which there 
can be no orderly, regulated lives for 
130,000,000 people. is 

“We do not propose ip this country, 
he thundered, “to abandon a govern- 
ment of law for a government of force, 
and we do not propose to surrender the 
orderly processes of government in the 
repeal of law for the disregard and defi- 
ance and the nullification of those who 
do not like the law. The American peo- 
ple can and in the end will enforce any 
provision of the Constitution which 
they in their wisdom see fit to put into 
the Constitution of the United States. 


Knows Condition Is Serious. 


Admitting that he knew “how 6¢- 
rious the condition is,” with respect to 
violation of the liquor laws, and add- 
ing that he was not attempting to 
deny or seeking to minimize the “de- 
moralizing and destructive effect upon 
the State and upon the nation,” he 
said. 

“Having deliberately entered upon 
the task of outlawing Nquor traffic 
and finding that task a most difficult 
one, what are you going to do about 
it? Having started the battle against 
this evil, when are you going to sur- 
render? Having started the fight, are 
you going to quit?” 

A roar of applause swept over the 
hall when a voice in the balcony shout- 
ed in reply, “Never!” 

Senator Borah said that the country 
never could properly consider repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment until 
some program to replace it was sub- 
mitted. 


Modification “Ridiculous,” 


“You can not ask the great Republi- 
can party to advocate the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment and take the 
ban off the liquor traffic unless you 
present to the American people some- 
thing in the nature of a program to 
take the place of the eighteenth amend- 
ment.” 

Scoffing at the proposals for modifi- 
cation of the Volstead act as “utterly 
ridiculous,” Senator Borah said this 
“wouldn't stop the attack for one hour” 
and wouldn’t keep the controversy out 
of the next campaign. 

“Modification under the Volstead 
act,” the senator declared, “is a matter 
of sheer political expediency to enable 
candidates to get by the election with- 
out telling what their position is upon 
the eighteenth amendment.” 

He agreed with Dr. Butler that the 
case is one that can not be cured by 
“political soothing syrup,” and he 
added, “Certainly” the Republican party 
would not take a position in the next 
campaign upon the question of “near- 
modification” of the Volstead act, 


Repeal “Born of Confusion.” 


Taking up the proposal to repeal the 
eighteenth amendment, Senator Borah 
said this seemed to him a “proposition 
born of confusion.” 

The government control of the traf- 
fic he held would “rot out the pillars 
of government inside of half a cen- 
tury.” 

“It contains every evil and none of 
the virtues of prohibition,” he asserted. 
“It would be bureaucracy and bureau- 
cracy drunk.” 

Referring to the results of govern- 
ment control in Canada, he said that 
country has “the same bootlegging” 
which was “never so successful, s0 
lucrative, and so impudent as it is 
under government control.” 

“My friends,” he said, “let me pause 
here to say that there never has been 
& system of any shape or kind intro- 
duced for the purpose of controlling 
liquor traffic, that the lNquor traffic 
itself has not undertaken to pollute 
and corrupt and break down.” 


Control Means Saloon Again. 


Government control, the senator 
argued, means “the old saloon back 
again under another name.” 

“I am not wedded to the eighteenth 
amendment,” he said. “If there is any 
better way on earth to control the 
liquor traffic, I am for it. But I never 
would vote to put Uncle Sam into the 
liquor business.” 

If the Republican party should de- 
clare for the repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment and substitution of govern- 
ment contiol, he declared. “it would 
not carry single town outside of a 
village over here by the name of Man- 
hattan in New York.” 

The third proposal, in addition to 
modification of the Volstead act, and 
repeal of the amendment, he said, is 
that of. disregarding law, which “is 
undermining and breaking down.” 


Every Man a Law Unto Himself. 


“Every man a law unto himself, dis- 
obeying all laws which he does not 
like,” he went on, “and that condition 
of affairs, in my opinion, will require 
the Republican party to go on record 
in 1928.” 

Repeal of the amendment, he con- 
tended, would mean a return to the 
condition which prevailed prior to its 
adoption. ss 

There is in the United States, the 
senator asserted, “a deliberate, organ- 
ized attempt” to nullify the Constitu- 
tion, as well ized as the nullifica- 
tion doctrine of John C. Calhoun. And 
he followed by quoting a debate ne- 
tween himself and Senator Bruce on 
the floor of the Senate which he held

Obedience to Law Needed. 


Obedience to the law as it is written, 
the Idaho senator said, is a funda- 
mental principle of this 
and “the Republican party 
called to meet such a doctrine 
unhesitating confirmation of the 
eighteenth amendment and its enforce- 
ment.” 

Senator Borah admitted it had been 
said that he was inconsistent because 
he advocated enforcement of the eight- 
eenth amendment and did not advocate 
enforcement of the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth amendments. 

“Well, they are greatly mistaken,” he 
said. “I am just as much in favor and 
would lend my humble effort just as 
thoroughly to the enforcement of the 
fourteenth and fifteenth amendments 
as I would to the enforcement of the 
eighteenth amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States.” 

The senator asked and then answered 
the question, “What is the plain duty 
of the Republican party in such a 
crisis?” 

“For myself,” he said, “I would de- 
clare in language so plain that no man 
could misunderstand and no public of- 
ficial misconstrue, in favor of the 
eighteenth amendment and its enforce- 
ment. 


Lip Service and Heart Service. 


“I would put behind that expression 
all the prestige, all the power and 
all the leadership of a great party. I 
would put behind the fact not merely 
formality, but purpose and conviction. 


I would put behind it not mere lip} Y° 


service, of which we have had too 
much, but heart service, of which we 
have had too little.” 

To those who liked Dr. Butler's talk 
of repeal, he said: 

“Let me say that the American peo- 
ple will never repeal the eighteenth 
amendment until its enforcement has 
had a fair trial, and it has never had 
a fair trial.” 

From the time of the adoption of 
the amendment, Senator, Borah assert- 
ed, Dr. Butler and other great leaders 
pledged their leadership to the deatruc- 
tion of the eighteenth amendment. de 
said it would be time enough for the 
Republican party to declare for repeal 
when it really has tried to enforce it, 

“The people of the United States, 
after 50 years of fighting, wrote delib- 
erately into the Constitution of the 
United States this pledge,” he said. “A 
great majority of them believed that 
it means better citizens, better homes, 
better individuals and better national 
life, and be assured they will never re- 
peal it until they are satisfied that its 
enforcement has had a fair trial and 
has utterly failed.” 


Reforms Need More Than 8 Years. 


The senator reminded the audience 
that the eighteenth amendment has 
been in force for only eight years. 


“Talk about putting through a great 
reform in eight years,”’ he said: “ 
back over the history of reform and 
consider those which have had to do 
with the lives and habits of the peo- 
ple, and it has taken not eight years or 
20 years, but centuries to effect these 
reforms. We are not going to surren- 
der in this fight after eight years of 
experience alone.” 

The senator declared the Republican 
party, as Dr. Butler said, may sidestep 
the question of prohibition. The Dem- 
ocratic party may sidestep the ques- 
tion, but, he asserted, the people, who 
have a way of making issues, are not 
going to sidestep it. 

In concluding, the senator said he 
agreed with Dr. Butler. 

“The fight is on,” he declared. “So 
far as I am concerned, I do not care 
whether the question is in the Repub- 
lican platform or not. It will be pre- 
sented to the American people in the 
campaign of 19286. 

“I am a Republican, and the Repub- 
lican party at last—although it some- 
times hesitates—finally takes the right 
side of every question before the fight 
is over. And when it does take the 
right side, it will be the side of con- 
stitutional government. It will take 
the side in favor of the American home, 
and it does not make any difference 
how much violation of law there may 
be at this time. the American people, 
in the end, will uphold and maintain 
the Constitution as it is written.” 

Dr. Butler, in opening his rebuttal, 
said the difference between himself and 
Senator Borah was limited substan- 
tially to one proposition—“that he be- 
lieves the eighteenth amendment to be 
as germane to the Constitution of 
which it isan amendment as those that 
have preceded it. 


Holds It Contradicts Them All. 


“I believe it contradicts them all. 
It is in the Constitution as a matter 
of law, and it must be obeyed while it 
is there, but it is not binding upon 
my intelligence or my conscience, and 
I shall leave no stone unturned to get 
it out, with the conviction that if it 
remains it will do the government of 
the United States irreparable damage, 
that it will serve as a precedent for the 
development of a new and strange sub- 
stitute for the Federal republic and 
that it will leave the problem of the 
control of the liquor traffic absolutely 
unsolved.” 

The amendment, he held, bears no 
resemblance to anything in the Con- 
stitution and “contradicts the whole 
theory on which the Constitution 
rests.” 

“My appeal,” he said, “is to the peo- 
ple to take out of their Constitution 
what 1 believe should not be in it in 
order that we may move forward toward 
a constructive solution of this problem 
I agree with Senator Borah that tinker- 
ing with the Volstead act is puerile.” 

Another difference between him and 
the senator, Dr. Butler said, was that 
he drew a distinction, which the cena- 
tor apparently did not, between con- 
trol of the liquor traffic arid abolition 
of the saloon, on the one hand, and 
the attempt to bring about compulsory 
total abstinence on the other. 


Beyond Proper Limits of Law. 


“Tl believe the law to be not only 
impossible but to be beyond the proper 
limits of law,”’ he said. 

“Teach law to mind its own busi- 
ness and liberty will do the rest. Total 
abstinence is different from temper- 
ance, and both are fully different from 
compulsory total abstinence or prohi- 
bition.” 

The liquor traffic and saloons, he 
held, can be dealt with, and from per- 
sonal study and observation of the 
Quebec plan he said he was astonished 
at the success of the enterprise in deal-

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No Means Found.to Aid the 
District Situation, ‘Lord — 
Informs Coolidge. ~ 


ONLY HALF OF APRIL 
PAYMENT AVAILABLE 


Adverse Ruling Would Bring 
Delay Until Meeting of 
Next Congress. 


Indication that Comptroller General 
McCarl will decline to authoriz drafts 
against the 1928 appropriation to pay 
District pensions was contained yester- 
day in a statement of Brig. Gen. Her- 
bert M. Lord, director of the budget, to 
President Coolidge that no means had 
been found to care for local pension- 
ers. 

Gen. Lord said that his decision was 
based on an informal opinion of Comp- 
troller General McCarl that it would 
illegal to make advances against the ap- 
propriation for the coming fiscal year 
to pey local pensioners, despite the fact 
that this was the means employed by 
the comptroller to insure steady pay- 
ments of army and navy pensions for 
May and June of this fiscal year. The 
failure of the second deficiency bill left 
no provision for payment of either the 
Federal pensions of the army and navy 
or District pensions for April, May and 
June of this fiscal year. 

Gen. Lord two weeks ago said that 
after a study of the matter it had been 
decided that advances against the 1928 
budget could not be extended to pay lo- 
cal pensions. He distinguished between 
the Federal and District pensions, and 
the informal opinion of the comptroller 
apparently makes this same distinction, 
holding that, although possible with 
the Federal pensions, it would be ille- 
gal with those of the District. 


Local Relief is Asked. 


Following the former statement of 
Gen. Lord, District officials submitted 
the matter to the comptroller, urging 
that the same. procedure be employed 
with the District pensioners, who, it 
was declared, will be left destitute and 
without means unless they receive 
their pension payments regularly. 

The statement of Gen. Lord to Prest=. 
dent Coolidge, therefore, giving an in« 
formal opinion of the comptroller, in- 
dicates that McCarl’s ruling, which is 
expected in a day or two, will be 4 
denial of the request of local officials. 

It also indicates that local pe 
ers, consisting of about 800 retl 
firemen and policemen, 100 dependes® 
mothers, and 100 retired school teach= 
ers, will have to do without their pen- 
sion payments for half of April, and 
for May and June, until Congress con- 
venes again and advances them their 
money. E. E. Naylor, assistant auditor,- 
has said that there is no money avail- 
able from any other source to pay the 
pensions. There is enough money to 
pay half of the pensions for April, but 
no more. Checks mailed to pensioners 
the first of May therefore will contain 
only half the month’s regular pay- 
ment. 


May Depend on Merchants. 


Many of the local pensioners may 
have to depend upon the generosity 
of merchants for a livelihood until the 
appropriation for the coming fiscal 
year becomes available. The pinch of 
want is sure to be felt by many of 
them as the result of the complications 
which apparently will deny to them 
for so long a period the money justly 
due them. 

There seems to be no other means 
available for providing local pension- 
ers their money. President Coolidge 
told correspondents yesterday that no 
information had come to him of any 
other method. 

The District. pensioners and a few 
retired lighthouse employes are the 
only pensioners now unprovided for, 
foliowing the ruling of the comptroller 
giving relicf to the 493,000 army and 
navy pensioners. 


Klan Printing Case 
Demurrer Overruled
